Catania, Sicily. -—- Mount Etna 
spouting forth the worst trail of de- 
struction in its modern history con- 
tinued to visit its fiery wrath on ham- 
lets clustered along the base of its 
slopes. 

The last three standing structures 
in the village of Mascali toppled and 
fell before the rush of molten rock 
which poured down from the volcano 
and obliterated the town. 

Panic-stricken inhabitants of 
Flumefreddo fled their homes, al- 
though they were,in no immediate 
danger. F 

The main stream of molten rock 
fnereased the speed of its descent as 
the main eruptive mouth opened « 
large fissure which resembled an in- 
candescent ravine. 

The mouth shot forth fire and de- 
struction along its steep sides and 
then subsided as lava halted tempor- 
arily on the outskirts of Fiumefreddo. 

Experts said that certain aspects of 
the eruption were comparable to the 
one which destroyed Catania in 1619. 
Measures were adopted to continue 
electrical lighting and power along 
temporary transmission lines should 
the present aerial high voltage lines 
to this city be interrupted. 

Another flow of lava menaced the 
village of Nunziata. It had halted on 
the outskirts of the town, but if it 
continued its advance as was expect- 
ed, the river of melted rock would 
destroy Nunziata and also the. ham- 
let of Carraba, which already has 
been evacuated. 

The lava stream which rushed 
through Mascali has advanced nearly 
twenty miles over a front 200 yards 
wide. It was less than four miles from 
the ocean. 

Another river of lava has entered 
the sea north of Riposto, sending uy 
great clouds of steam and causing 
sudden explosions,

Most of all we grumble when the 
coalman does not call and the coun- 
try is in the wretched throes of a 
coal dispute. 

To us a chunk of coal is simply a 
chunk of coal, and we cannot im- 
agine why 48 nations “should confer 
upon it, or why they should wish to 
discuss its past, dissect its present 
and map out its future. Nevertheless,

ful of the World Power Conference 
have gathered together in London for 
that very purpose. Obviously we must 
pay more respect to that chunk of 
coal in future, and our children will 
have to treat it with far more defer- 
ence that we have been wont to do—

We have kept the worst till the 
last.

chunk of coa! with such terrific pres- 
sure, and will warm it and warm it 
to such terrific temperatures, that 
from ‘sheer Jack of stamina it will 
collapse, liguify, and turn to ofl, mo- 
tor spirit, and so on, This they cali 
by the kindly name of “bydrogena- 
tion.” 

Altogether coal is in for a very 
bad time. but that will not worry 
you and me a great deal, simply 
because we will not have much to 
do with coal in the future. We wil 
use more gas and more electricity— 
at relaxed prices, we hope—and also 
we will use a smokeless fucl provided 
by the aforementioned carbonization, 
In this way we will have not only a 
bright hearth, but bright skies as 
well—there no longer being any 
smoke to belch out of the chimney. 

It must not be imagined that all 
this is mere boasting and vain-glory 
on the part of these fuel scientists. 
Yor instance, in Newcastle, an elec- 
tricity company is able to supply cur- 


rent at one farthing a unit, which is 
the chespest recorded in any country 
in the world, including Sweden and 
Switzerland, where they make elec- 
tricity with waterfalls. 

The company in question achieves 
this by the low-temperature carboniz- 
ation of cozl, and by using the result- 
ant solid fuel under the boilers in a 
super-power station to generate elec- 
tricity.

Phosphate Fertilizer 


By-Product From Trail 
Proves Its Worth 
The Provincial Sthool of Agricul- 
ture at Claresholm has just made 
public the result of an experiment in- 
spired by the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, namely the use of a phosphate 
fertilizer, a by-product from the smel- 
ter at Trail, B.C, Tests were made on 
the farms of J. L. Salmon, the Pierce 
Farm and at the college. The fields 
were planted exactly the same except 
that, in each case, one had the fer- 
tilizer and the other had not. The 
former showed a yield of 54 bushels 
to the acre, and the latter only 46 
bushels. In other words. the extra 
eight bushels per acre were secured 
at a cost of 90 cents in fertilizer.

Fattening Hogs 


Buttermilk Found To Be Better Than 
Skim-Mulk For Pigs 

Buttermilk proved a better feed 
than skim-milk for fattening hogs at 
the Rosthern, Sask., IUxperimenta) 
Station, Groups of pure bred York- 
shires, Tamworths, Berkshires, and 
crosses from these breeds, were used. 
The lots receiving skim-milk and 
buttermilk ran on wheat pasture and 
received rations of 2 parts oat-chop 
and 2 parts of shorts. The shorts 
were gradually replaced by ground 
barley, and at the close of the finish- 
ing pertod the pigs were receiving 
three-quarters barley chop and one- 
quarter oat chop. The experiment 
was conducted for 126 days with both

The superintendent of the station 
reviews this and other experiments in 
the report of the station for last year, 
published by the Department of Agri- 
culture, at Ottawa. It is shown that 
the buttermillc fed lot made an aver- 
age daily gain per animal of .185 
pounds more than the lot receiving 
skim-milk, The amount of meal re- 
quired for a pound of gain was .62 
pounds higher in the skim-milk lot, 
and it required 1.11 pounds more of 
skim-milk to make a pound of gain 
than it did buttermilk. 


Defective Eyesight Common 
Majority Of Urban People Have Poor 
Vision Says Optometrist 

As a result of the great strain on 
the eyes by the complexity of moa- 
ern civilization, particularly in con- 
nection with urban life, it is estimat- 
ed that seven out of every ten people 
in the large centres of population 
have defective eyesight. Jerry Brit- 
ton, & consulting optometrist in Mon- 
tregl, in a recent address in which he 
produced a moving picture illustrat- 
ing this, said {t was caused by the 
reaction of the daily demands of ur- 
ban life upon the delicate organism 
of the eye.

New Diphtheria | - 


Vaccine a Success 


French Scientist Says Disease Wil! 
Be Unknown In Few Years 

‘Jt is only a question of a few 
years before the dread diphtheria with 
all of its attendant diseases, such as 
croup and various forms of  bron- 
chitis, will be entirely unknown in 
France and, we hope, throughout the 
rest if Murope.” This is the prophecy 
of Dr. Ramon, of the Pasteur~ Insti- 
tute of Paris, who with his colleagues 
at the special diphtheria section at 
Garches, on the outskirts of Paris, 
has decided to spend the coming year 
in improving the vaccine which has 
given remarkable results during the 
past four years. 

The experimental laboratories at 
Garches have been something like 


a revelation to the several hundred 
of European and American scientists 
who have visited and signed its reg- 
isters during 1928, The first im- 
pression of the premises is of a royal 
stud farm “gone to seed.” For Garch- 
es was primarily designed as an ex- 
perimental hospital for horses and 
cattle, and it was while treating these 
animals that Dr. Ramon discovered 
his vaccine for diphtheria among hu- 
mans. 

At first the results were not satis- 
factory, and Dr. Ramon found diffi- 
culty in convincing his colleagues that 
success was not to be had in a single 
year. The military hospitals were 
used to provide patients for the vac- 
cine, and month by month the vac- 
cine was made purer and stronger, | 
the results became little short of re-| 
markable. A winter attack of diph-| 
theria was formerly sufficient to} 
throw half of an infantry company 
into the isolation wards. After a few | 
days treatment with the Ramon vac: | 
cine, it was found that the isolation | 
bars could be lifted without danger 
to others in the hospitals, 

Similar results were obtained in 
the schools and Dr. Ramon believes 
that this year’s records will show} 
complete immunization among -schooi 
children, after their initial vaccina- 
tion, of nearly 100 per cent. If this 
can be obtained, efforts will be made 
to make the use of the vaccine com: 
pulsory throughout France, So great 
is the confidence of foreign scientists 
in the effort, thousands upon thou- 
sands of bottles, prepared for urgent 
cases of diphtheric maladies, are) 
now being shipped to other countries 
every month, and so far there has 
been no complaint.

Fertilizing For Potato Land 


Experiment With Stable Manure and 
Conmercial Fertilizer 


For five years in succession ex- 
perimental work was carried on at 
the Charlottetown Experimental Sta- 
tion to find out whether or not it is 
more profitable to use stable manure 
alone or stable manure and commer- 
cial fertilizer for the growing of po- 
tatoes. A four-year rotation of 
potatoes, grain, clover and timothy, 
was used. The first plot received 
stable manure at the rate of 20 tons 
per acre; plot two received a com- 
plete fertilizer at a rate equivalent to 
1,000 pounds per acre; and a thira 
plot received stable manure at the 
rate of 10 tons per acre, and 500 
pounds of a complete fertilizer, 
These plots were compared with 
check plots receiving no fertilizer. |

High Quality Of Crop 


Milling and Baking Quality Of This 
Year's Crop Is Rated High | 

The milling and baking quality, 
grade for grade, of the 1928-29 wheat 
crop, on the whole, is distinctly su- 
perior to that of last year, accord- 
ing to a report of the Dominion Grain 
Research Laboratory of the Board of 
Grain Commissioners. The report 
(prepared by F. J. Birchard and T. 
R. Aitkin, chemists for the Board), 
points out especially that the mois- 
ture content of ail grades is low in 
strength as contrasted with last 
year; and to date very little tough 
grain—about one per cent.—and no 
damp grain have appeared an the 
market. “The weight per bushel of 
each grade is greater than that of 
last year; particularly the lower 
grades; protein content of the wheat 
is higher in each grade; the quality 
of the protein, particularly in the 
lower grades, is superior to that of 
last year, and the baking quality of 
the flour from each grade is decieddly | 
superior to that of last year.

\Wrangel 


Island 
Colony Starving 


Steamer With Relief Supplies and 
Also Airplane Fail To Reach It 


How to get food to five Russians 
and 55 Eskimos who have been cut 
off from the world on Wrangel Island 
since 1926, is causing much worry at 
Laurence Bay, Siberia. 

The steamer Stavropol, assigned 
to carry the colony a three-year sup- 
ply of food, fuel and medicine, failea 
to break through the ice and recently 
returned, 

Orders have come from Premier 
Rykoff that other measures must be 
taken to reach the island, since help 
next summer might be too late. An 
aeroplane that set out on the same 
mission as the ship was also compell- 
ed to return. 

Wrangel Island has a record of 
tragedy which well may frighten 
members of the Russian expedition 
residing there now. If, indeed, disas- 


|} ter has not already overtaken some, 
| or all, of them. 


In 1921 an expedition was fitted 
out at Nome, Alaska, under the su- 
pervision of Vilhjalmur Stefansson, 
the explorer, to take possession of 
the island in the name of Canada. 
Stefansson did not go himself, but 
put the expedition in the charge of 
a young Canadian, Allan Crawford, 
of Toronto, 

The expedition landed on the is- 
land in 1922, Nothing more was heard 
from it until late in 1923, when a 


relief expedition found only Ada 
Blackjack, an Eskimo seamstress, 
alive. 

One member of the expedition, 


Lorne Knight, had died of scurvy 
during the winter preceding, it was 
found, while three others, Allan 
Crawford, Frederick Maurer, and 
Milton Galle had set out to reach 
Siberia over the ice, they have never 
been heard from since, 

Entries in the diaries of those on 
the island indicate an extreme short- 
age of food. Milton Galle writes in 
his record in August 1922, five months 


| before he set out with his two com- 


panions for Siberia: “Crawford and 
I have been dipping hard bread in 


; grease all day long and seem never 


to get filled,” 

Considerable controversy followed 
the revelation of the tragedy, in 
which the charge was heard from sev- 
eral sources that Stefansson had 
been derelict in the fulfilment of his 
promises to those composing the ex- 
pedition to Wrangel Island. It was 
said, that when the party left, the 
explorer had promised to come out 
the following summer with supplies 
for them. 

Other evidence, however, pointed 
to the men’s intention to live off 
what game they might kill, a possi- 
bility Stefansson had already proven 
practicable in his long experience in 
the Northland, Culpability in the mat- 
ter was the subject of considerable 
newspaper controversy for more than 
two years following the discovery of 
the tragedy late in 1923. 

Wrangei Island is listed in the En- 
eyclopedia Britannica as belonging to 
Russia, although claims of a sort by 
both Britain and the United States 
might be supported by one circurn- 
stance or another.

AOID MOUTH 


“Acid mouth” denotes a condition 
in which the saliva is acid in reaction 
—turning blue litmus red. 

Normally, saliva resting in the 
mouth ifs neutral or very slightly acid, 
while saliva as it flows from the 
glands is but slightly alkaline. 

The danger of real “acid mouth” in 
which the saliva exhibits a marked 
acid reaction is that the acid content 
injures tooth enamel and, bringin 
about a general weakening of too 
structure, giving rise to decay. 

But normally the salivary glands 
will not tolerate for long ao marked 
acidity in the mouth as they are stim- 
ulated by the very presence of the 
acid’ content to a flow of slightly al- 
kaline saliva to neutralize it. 

For example; You may eat some 
citrus fruit, grape fruit, or orange, 
and from the presence of the fruit 
acids the saliva in the mouth will give 
4& marked acid reaction, But this con- 
dition will remain but a few minutes 
as a rule, the saliva returning short- 
ly to neutrality or near-neutrality. 

There appear to be, however, real 
cases of ‘acid mouth” in some indi- 
viduals, and to combat this they are 
offered both alkaline déntifrices and 
pastes in which are incorporated 
fruit acids, 

Nevertheless, exhaustive tests have 
proven that mouth acidity or alkalin- 
ity cannot be controlled by foreign 
substances for any length of time. 

A real case of “acid mouth,” there- 
fore, can only be permanently reme- 
died by a diet that will build up the 
alkaline reserve of the body to com- 
bat “acid mouth.” 

In general, milk, fruit and veget- 
ables build up the alkaline reserve of 
the body, while eggs, meat, cereal and 
bread deplete it. The average diet, 
meat, bread, potatoes and pastry, 
tends towards acidosis, or a depleted 
alkali reserve. 

Hence, it is not so important wheth- 
er we use this or that dentrifrice, as 
that the tooth brush may be habitual- 
ly employed for the maintenance of 
a clean healthy mouth, 


Salt In Canada 


Produced Principally In Ontario and 
Nova Scotia 

Common salt (sodium chloride), is 
obtained in two forms, in solution in 
& saturated brine, from which the 
salt is extracted by evaporation, and 
in lump or solid form by direct min- 
ing. During the year 1927, salt was 
produced in southern Ontario, and in 
the Malagash salt district, Nova 
Scotia, Ontario salt is obtained from 
brine wells, while Malagash salt Is 
recovered by mining rock salt. A 
small quantity was also shipped from 
stock from the McMurray field in 
Alberta, 

The Canadian production of salt, 
except for small exports, is sold in 
Canada principally to the dairy, 
meat-curing, fisheries, and chemical 
industries, and as table salt for house- 
hold use, The market for salt in 
Canada is steadily increasing. 


Two Crops Of Potatoes 


C. H. Lager, Professor (not of 
agriculture but of. languagees), in 
Brandon College, has grown two 


crops of potatoes in one season. Both
